Axminster HSBC 
branch set to close 


AXMINSTER’S branch of the HSBC bank will close 
on September 25th, it emerged this week. 

Three members of staff at the bank, including 
the manager, are being relocated to other 
branches, an HSBC spokesman told the View from 
Axminster on Monday. 

The bank said that customers with personal ac¬ 
counts could use the Post Office to pay in cash and 
cheques and withdraw funds from their HSBC ac¬ 
counts. 

There are currently no facilities to help HSBC 
business customers in Axminster although the 
bank said it was working with the Post Office that 
might give local firms and traders a similar way to 
manage their accounts locally. 

The Lyme Regis branch of HSBC shut its doors 
for good last year, but a spokesman for the bank 
confirmed there are no further closures planned 
for any of its West Country branches. 

Shane Morgan, chairman of Axminster Chamber 
of Commerce, said he was “quite shocked" by the 
news. 

He said: “It is disappointing that a bank which has 
been in Axminster for so long, a town which is ex¬ 
panding all the time, has chosen to close their 
branch. I think it is a very short-sighted policy.”

Devon County Council, which is funding the 
project through the Capital Maintenance 
Programme, has applied for planning permis¬ 
sion. 

If successful, construction is estimated to 
start in spring 2016 - with completion in 
September 2016. 

The design comprises six state-of-the-art 
teaching rooms, which include two drama 
studios, two art studios, a digital art studio and 
a general-purpose classroom. 

The new arts centre would replace a cluster 
of temporary classrooms, located on the west 
side of the campus parallel to Lyme Road. 

An additional £500,000 has also been 
awarded to the college to improve the science 
and music blocks. 

These improvements will include new 
roofing, windows, heating and flooring. 

Headteacher Martin Smith commented: 
“This is an outstanding opportunity for the 
college. The new arts centre will provide in¬ 
spiring facilities that allow the art and drama 
departments to expand the range of opportu¬ 
nities available to students.

Gaynor’s shock goodbye 



THE resignation of former Seaton Mayor 
Gaynor Sedgwick from Seaton Town Council, 
with immediate effect, came as a surprise. 

However, I am told that Gaynor had been con¬ 
sidering her position since being ousted at the 
recent annual meeting by former journalist 
Tony Woodman whom I rather rashly - and 
perhaps unfairly - referred to as “a rebel coun¬ 
cillor” when we reported his elevation to the 
town’s First Citizenship. 

In the early days when Councillor Woodman 
got on the Town Council there seemed a good 
deal of animosity between the two but as the 
months passed they were sensible enough to 
treat each other with a degree of respect. 

And Tony Woodman has been big enough to 
praise Gaynor for her contribution to the life of 
Seaton, saying she had done much for the town 
during her term of office. Which, indeed, she 
had. 


I covered the annual town meeting a couple 
of years ago when the audience were baying 
for Gaynor’s blood after she got herself em¬ 
broiled in an unfortunate spat with Seaton’s 
disabled community. 

It was one of the most vitriolic public meet¬ 
ings I had ever covered - and I’ve witnessed a 
few - and I wondered whether she could pos¬ 
sibly continue in the role of mayor. 

But she weathered the storm and whilst 
there was definitely a section of the Seaton 
community who wanted her ousted, I believe 
she performed her mayoral duties with great 
dignity and huge enthusiasm, never failing to 
promote the town and extol its virtues. 

The role of town mayor is not an easy one. I 
know, I’ve been there in my home town. Over¬ 
all, I think Gaynor did a good job and Tony 
knows he has big shoes to fill.

COUNCIL chiefs are considering changes to 
rubbish collection services that could leave 
residents waiting three weeks for their bins to 
be picked up. 

A new scheme designed to boost recycling 
rates will be trialled in parts of East Devon this 
autumn and could be rolled out to Honiton in 
the future. 

The short-term service, for around 1,800 
households in Feniton and Exmouth, will see 
cardboard and mixed plastics picked up from 
the doorstep on a weekly basis. 

But as part of the scheme, residents' wheelie 
bins will be collected every three weeks, in¬ 
stead of fortnightly. Weekly food waste collec¬ 
tions will continue as normal.

FURIOUS residents will have their say on pro¬ 
posals to auction off Sidmouth’s beach huts at 
a public meeting in the town. 

A full house is expected at next week's 
meeting, organised by the Vision Group for 
Sidmouth. 

The event will provide a platform for angry 
residents to voice their concerns before East 
Devon District Council's public consultation 
closes in less than a fortnight’s time. 

The council currently owns 24 beach huts at 
Jacob's Ladder, which are hired out every year 
at a cost of £625 each. 

Under the current rules, individuals can 
renew their hire agreements each year, creat¬ 
ing huge waiting lists for the sought-after huts. 

Now EDDC is planning to auction off the 
facilities, with existing leases scrapped and 
new five-year hire agreements sold to the 
highest bidders. The plans have so far proved 
unpopular with cur¬ 


rent tenants, some of 
whom have hired out 
their huts for many 
years. 

Organisers of the 
Save East Devon 
Beach Huts cam¬ 
paign, which is also 
fighting the proposals 
in Budleigh Salterton, 
Exmouth, Seaton and 
Beer, say they have 
been “overwhelmed" 
by the response from 
members of the pub¬ 
lic. 


SOUTH SOMERSET 
Broadband grant deferred 


SOUTH Somerset District Council (SSDC) has de¬ 
manded proof that there is value for money be¬ 
fore giving £640,000 towards a superfast 
broadband project. 

In a meeting held behind closed doors last 
Thursday, SSDC District Executive resolved to 
defer a grant of £640,000 towards the Connect¬ 
ing Devon Somerset (CDS) Superfast Extension 
Programme pending “a satisfactory and detailed 
assessment from which it is clear that it [the 
project] is favourable and beneficial to busi¬ 
nesses in South Somerset".

CIVIC leaders in Ottery St Mary have abandoned 
plans to convert the former social services build¬ 
ing at St Saviours into a community hub, after 
talks with Devon County Council finally broke 
down. 

Town councillors decided to withdraw from the 
negotiations last week, following six months of 
meetings. 

They had hoped to reach an agreement to take 
over the redundant building and create a new 
home for Ottery's threatened library, while rent¬ 
ing out the remaining office space. 

But it now looks likely that the site will be sold 
on the open market, after the two parties failed 
to strike a deal.

Watch the stars and 
nightjars at Trinity Hill 


EAST Devon District Council's Countryside team 
and staff from the Norman Lockyer Observa¬ 
tory in Sidmouth are working in partnership to 
lead a Nightjars and Stars walk at Trinity Hill 
Local Nature Reserve on Tuesday, June 30th 
from 9pm-11pm. 

Nightjars arrive to breed in southern Britain 
from Africa around late April, coinciding with the 
time of the moth population explosion. 

They are difficult to spot during the day due to 
their amazing camouflage, but at dawn and dusk 
when they are out hunting for flying insects, 
they often perch in prominent positions and 
can be seen more clearly against the night sky. 

An East Devon District Council spokesperson 
said: “The nesting environment preferred by 
nightjars is lowland heath, so Trinity Hill Local 
Nature Reserve is an ideal place to find them. 

“We are hoping for a warm still evening, which 
will provide the perfect conditions in which to 


hear the nightjars ‘churring’ call, and if we're re¬ 
ally lucky, we will be able to watch their superb 
aerobatic displays as they hunt for moths.” 

The open heathland of Trinity Hill provides a 
wider expanse of night time sky for visitors to 
experience, as well as commanding views over 
the Axe Valley. 

“As we are near the summer solstice, the skies 
will not be as dark as winter, but they are free 
from city lights," said David Strange, chairman of 
the Norman Lockyer Observatory. 

“Join our members for a tour of the summer 
sky. We will show you how to find Mars and Sat¬ 
urn, and point out the brighter stars, constella¬ 
tions and associated myths.” 

These are free events, but booking is essential 
as they are highly weather dependent and 
places are limited.

Environment Agency called after 
2,000 litres of diesel pollutes river 


THE River Axe has been polluted by almost 
2,000 litres of diesel oil at Axminster. 

Environment Agency (EA) officials were 
called to the outskirts of the town on Wednes¬ 
day, June 17th. 

An EA spokesperson said: “We were notified 
about the theft of oil from a farm. The thieves 
allowed the remaining diesel in the tank to run 
out, resulting in up to 1,900 litres entering River 
Axe. 

“Red diesel could be seen building up in slow- 
flowing sections, the strong unpleasant odour 
and rainbow sheen on the water resulted in nu¬ 
merous reports to the EA’s Incident Hotline.

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Scaffolding struck by lorry injures 90

A LORRY driver failed to stop 
after striking scaffolding, which in 
turn struck a 90-year-old lady and 
sent her to hospital with a head in¬ 
jury. 

The accident happened in 
Axminster on Thursday, June 
25th, and police confirmed on Fri¬ 
day afternoon that the vehicle in¬ 
volved remained unidentified. 

Scaffolding at Trinity House's 
Home-in-Style was hit just before 
2pm. 

A spokesperson for the ambu¬ 
lance service said a female pedes¬ 
trian was hit by the scaffolding as 
it came off the wall. 

The scaffolding didn't crash 
down, but stayed upright after being 
tom and separated from the wall. 


Shortly after the incident, a po¬ 
lice spokesperson said: “An artic¬ 
ulated lorry, yet unidentified, 
struck some scaffolding which in 
turn hit the lady, aged 90 years, 
who suffered a head injury.” 

The extent of the pedestrian's in¬ 
jury is not clear but a witness, who 
did not wish to be named, said the 
pedestrian remained conscious. 

Claire Morgan of estate agent 
Morgan York, which is located op¬ 
posite the scene of the accident, 
didn't see the impact but said: “I 
saw a lady on the pavement. 


“We just looked up 
and there was a gath¬ 
ering of people.” 

In a statement issued 
the day after the acci¬ 
dent, a police spokesperson said: 
“Our investigations are still on¬ 
going and we have no further details 
in relation to the woman injured.” 

A similar accident happened at 
the same place in November 2012. 

Nobody was hurt then, but huge 
scaffolding came crashing down 
into the road. 

Following last Thursday's acci¬ 
dent, Axminster Mayor Douglas 
Hull said: “It shows the desperate 
need there is for a relief road. 

“The quicker the better because 
these things will continue to hap-

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Concern over Sector 
Lane ‘bottleneck’ 


SECTOR Lane residents complain 
they have not been given the traffic 
flow they were promised. 

Highway bosses say the current de¬ 
sign was always part of the plan, but 
could be changed. 

A stretch of Sector Lane was recently 
closed off for about two weeks for 
“highway improvements” at the junc¬ 
tion with Lyme Road. 

It came about through a planning 
consent condition attached to Devon¬ 
shire Home’s Amberside development. 

A Devonshire Homes press release, 
issued before the road works started, 
said: “Sector Lane will be closed while 
contractors widen the access to Sector 
Lane where it meets Lyme Road to en¬ 
able two cars to pass. 

“These road improvements will keep 
traffic flowing and make the area safer 
for everyone.” 

The Sector Lane / Lyme Road junc¬ 
tion has indeed been widened, but Sec¬ 
tor Lane immediately narrows making 
it seemingly impossible for two cars to 
pass each other. 

Residents have questioned the point 
of widening the junction when Sector 
Lane immediately narrows into what 
is described as a bottleneck. 

One of the residents, Sue Ticehurst 
said: “Having promised us a wider 
road, many of us are disappointed. 

“They haven’t widened the road on 
the narrow bit.” 

In short, she fears the road design 
could see the junction blocked as

queues build up in both Sector Lane 
and Lyme Road. 

Her neighbour, Les Haynes, is not 
happy at all and expressed concern 
that emergency service vehicles may 
struggle to enter and leave Sector 
Lane. 

He said: “There will be increased 
traffic with all the new people and Am¬ 
berside cars. 

“They will all come into Sector 
Lane.” 

A DCC spokesperson confirmed the 
stretch in question has not been 
widened, and added: “The section of 
carriageway between the widened 
junction and 7 Cridlake has not been 
widened. 

“The junction improvements and the 
new traffic priority works 
on Lyme Road have 
been subject of inde¬ 
pendent road safety au¬ 
dits during the design 
and planning stages - 
and further independent 
road safety audits will 
take place when the 
works are completed. 

“Any problems will be 
reported back to the 
scheme designers and the 
County Highway Au¬ 
thority for comment.”

AN ALZHEIMER’S Society de¬ 
mentia champion has visited Scott 
Rowe Solicitors in Axminster. 

Heather Penwarden is working to 
make Honiton a dementia-friendly 
town, and has spread the message to 
Axminster. 

The dementia-friendly town con¬ 
cept was introduced by central gov¬ 
ernment two years ago in a 
partnership with Alzheimer’s Soci¬ 
ety. 

As part of the process, individuals 
can be made dementia friends, and 
the target of one million has already 
been hit. 

Being dementia-friendly involves 
a general level of awareness and, in 
the case of towns, it could involve 
making sure that buildings are easier 
to use for those suffering from de¬ 
mentia. 

This can be done through im¬ 
proved signage for toilets, exits and 
so on - and there are examples of su¬ 
permarkets having a ‘Not In a Hurry 
Till’ for people who may need more 
time than the average customer. 


As part of her efforts, Heather 
was invited to talk at Axminster Li¬ 
brary. 

A Scott Rowe Solicitors staff 
member attended the talk and asked 
if she could give another. 

Heather was happy to oblige and 
told Pulman’s View: “Just over 20 
people attended the talk at Scott 


Rowe, and they are all dementia 
friends now.” 

She said that interest had been ex¬ 
pressed in making Axminster a de¬ 
mentia-friendly town, and that he 
first steps were being taken by a 
small group of people. 

More information will follow as 
the project moves forward.

Castle Drogo talk for Honiton U3A 


HIGH above the River Teign 
perched on the edge of Dartmoor 
stands the National Trust’s Castle 
Drogo, but at the moment from a dis¬ 
tance it looks more like a giant plas¬ 
tic box than a castle. 

To explain why, Honiton U3A wel¬ 
comed Paula Clarke, Castle Drogo’s 
Community Engagement Officer, to 
their June meeting at the Beehive. 

Paula began with a brief history of 
the castle, which was built in the early 
part of the twentieth century by Julius 
Drewe, the owner of the Home & 
Colonial Stores, who engaged the fa¬ 
mous architect Willi am Lutyens to de¬ 
sign and oversee construction. It took 
twenty years to build and was com¬ 
peted in 1930. In 1970 it was gifted by 
the family to the National Trust. 

There were problems with the 
building from the start. No one had 
taken into account the extremely wet 
weather that blew in off the moor. 
Many attempts were made over the 
years to rectify the leak problems, 
but nothing solved the situation. 

When it was discovered that the 
steel joists that sup¬ 
ported the whole build¬ 
ing had only five to ten 
years left, a permanent 
solution was sought. In 
2006 a test phase was 
done on the chapel and 
proved successful. It 
was ‘good to go’ for 
the whole castle. 

The complete cost 
was estimated at £11 
million, funding for 
which has come from 


the National Trust, The Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund and fundraising. 

In 2013 scaffolding and plastic 
sheeting were put in place and the 
work began, including removal of 
the roof and all the windows. 

The south end of the building has 
now been completed and work is 
moving on to the central section, 
with completion of the north end an¬ 
ticipated in summer 2017. 

Many of the valuable fixtures and 
furnishings had to be relocated 
within the castle but there is still 
much to see, especially at this time 
as it offers a unique opportunity to 
view not only the work within the 
castle but also to be able to go up a 
viewing tower. 

Paula told the audience that the Na¬ 
tional Trust are proud of the fact that 
during all of this time Castle Drogo 
remains open to visitors. 

Chairman Susanne Jones thanked 
Paula for what was an extremely in¬ 
teresting insight into the amazing 
work being carried out high on the 
edge of Dartmoor.

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Seaton beach huts divide opinion 


■ IT IS hardly surprising that the 
current beach hut owners ( Pul- 
mans , 9 June) are opposed to any 
change of the allocation system for 
the huts in Seaton. The status quo 
is in their interest. However what 
many of your readers may not re¬ 
alise is that they, as council tax 
payers, are currently subsidising 
this system. Whatever system is 
adopted in the future this subsidy 
must cease as beach huts are not an 
essential service and surely most 
residents would prefer the council 
tax funded essential services. 

There are more than 300 individ¬ 
uals, including us, on the waiting 
list for huts with little chance of 
ever getting one under the current 
system. However the suggested 


bidding process would surely dis¬ 
advantage the many and favour the 
well-off few. 

Perhaps EDDC could consider: 

Allocating the majority of the 
huts to local people (with Seaton 
postcodes) at full cost recovery 
(i.e. no subsidy). If demand still 
outweighs supply then hold a bal¬ 
lot with a maximum three year 
tenure. Reallocate after three years 
using the same system. 

Handing the remainder to Seaton 
TIC to allocate on a weekly basis 
giving visitors to the town an op¬ 
portunity to rent a hut while here. 
Again at full cost recovery.

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Deaths on the road increase by 4 per cent in 2014 


THE Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA) says more 
needs to be done to protect vulnerable road users after new figures re¬ 
vealed a rise in the number of deaths on Britain’s roads. 

The statistics released today by the Department for Transport show an 
increase in the number of people killed or seriously injured, in particular 
pedestrians, cyclists and motorcyclists, last year (2014) compared to 
2013. 

RoSPA is concerned as the figures show a four per cent 
rise in deaths to 1,775. Of particular worry is the number 
of vulnerable road users being killed or injured. Three- 
quarters of the increase in deaths were pedestrian casu¬ 
alties, meaning that last year one in four people killed 
on the road were pedestrians. There were also 16,727 
child casualties in 2014 - up 6.2 per cent on the previous 
year. 

Cyclists also still account for a disproportionately high 
number of casualties, with 113 killed in 2014. Worry- 
ingly, there was a huge rise in the number of cyclists 
being seriously injured, from 3,143 to a total of 3,401. 

This number has been increasing almost every year since 
2004. 

Motorcyclist deaths rose by 2 per cent from 331 in 
2013 to 339 in 2014, and there was an increase of more 
than 400 who were seriously injured, taking the number 
to 5,628 in 2014, a rise of 9 per cent. Overall motorcy¬ 
clist casualties increased from 18,752 to 20,366, an in¬ 
crease of 9 per cent. 

There were almost 200,000 casualties last year on 
Britain’s roads - the first overall increase since 1997. 

Traffic levels also rose by 2.4 per cent in 2014, which 
may account partly for the increase in deaths and injuries 
on our roads. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at RoSPA, said: “As 
our economy improves, we can expect traffic levels to 
continue to increase, so we must do everything we can 


to make sure this does not lead to even more increases in road crashes 
and casualties. 

“The reductions in road death and injury in recent years will not auto¬ 
matically be sustained, without a continued focus on road safety. We 
must remain focussed on making our roads safer for everyone, and es¬ 
pecially for people travelling on foot and by two wheels.
